It made no recommendation of 
a definite sum to be spent on the 
long-range Marshall plan. The 
committee promised to have some- 
thing to say on that later. The 
cost has been estimated at 16 bil- 
lion dollars upward. 

3-Way Approach, 

The committee recommended 
this three-way approach: 

1. Creation of a new Govern-

He de- 
clared that Britain had “come up 
with reservations that have de- 
prived the (U.N.) organization of 
all means of settlement.” 

We have to reject all state- 
mentg made by Britain in the 
Palestine committee,” he said, 
terming the British declarations

of the U.N. Charter. 

Tsarapkin spoke as the com-

The announcement came in the 
midst of increasing protests over 
the Government's decision to cut 
imports in .an effort to ease a 


shortage of United States dollars, 

Finance Minister D. C. Abbott 
said marked pride increases on 
many foods in the last week 
could not be justified by increased 
costa. He announced ceilings 
would go back on the more im- 
portant varieties of canned fruits 
and vegetables, and said the Gov- 
ernment was prepared to reim- 
pose controls on fresh produce and 
canned fruit juices. 

There have been runs on fruits 
and vegetables in some places in 
the wake of the cut-imports pro- 
gram. Canada imports citrus and 
other fruits from the United 
States. 

Most of the wartime price con- 
trols on food were lifted Sept. 15. 
Meat ceilings came off Oct. 21. 

“There is absolutely no justifi- 
cation for any panic buying,” Ab- 
bott said. “Domestic supplies of 
such items as potatoes, cabbage, 
onions and carrots are fully ade- 
quate,” 

The Finance Minister said ru- 
mors, intensifying the fear of scar- 
cities, were disturbing consumers 
and increasing the pressure on 
prices. 

“I cannot state too emphatically 
that fears about shortages of es- 
sential foods, or, indeed, of any 
essential of life in Canada, are en- 
tirely unfounded,” he added. 

Abbott said the action did not 
mean any general trend back to 
price controls. The case of basic 
fruits and vegetables is a special 
one, he asserted, since the year's 
supply already has been produced, 
and in many cases sold by grow- 
ers. 

It would not be fair to either 


ere price increases,” he 
said. 

Prices of many goods affected 
have shot up—as much as $150 
and $500 in the case of motor 
cars, Delegations of manufactur- 
ers, importers, fruit and vegetable 
wholesalers and consumers are 
seeking appointments to present 
their cases before Government 
officials here.

Reforms in criminal practice and 


procedure, including measures to 
prevent abuses by professional 
bondsmen, were being drafted to- 
day by a committee of lawyers 
appointed by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The committee met in the court- 
room of Division 2 of the Supreme 
Court. Richard K. Phelps of Kan- 
sas City, chairman, opened the 
meeting with an explanation of 
procedure to be followed by the 

up in preparing recommenda- 
tions which, if adopted by the 
court, would have the force of 
law in all Missouri courts. 

Six committee members, besides 
Phelps, were present. They were 
Franklin Miller of St. Louis, for- 
mer circuit judge and former cir- 
cuit attorney; Frank P. Mother- 
way, former St. Louis assistant 
circuit attorney; Miss Virginia Mc- 
Ginty, St. Louis assistant circuit 
attorney and committee secretary; 
Henry J. Westhues, a Supreme 
Court commissioner; B. Richard 
Creech of Troy, and Tyre Burton 
of Fayette, an assistant attorney 
general representing Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor. 

Reform in criminal procedure 
long has been urged by bar asso- 
ciations, but * met with 
short shrift in the Legislature. Un- 
der the new State Constitution, au- 
thority to make court rules has 
been transferred from the Legis- 
lature to the Supreme Court. 

Tightening ball bond procedures 
is one of the major reforms on 
which the committee, which was 
appointed two and one-half years 
ago, is to make recommendations 
to the Supreme Court. After the 
Post-Dispatch last month reported 
chaotic conditions in the bail bond 
business in St. Louis, the Bar As- 
sociation of St. Louis called atten- 
tion to the Supreme Court's com- 
mittee on criminal practice and 
procedure, which was created to 
deal with rule changes governing 
bail bonds and other criminal 
matters. 

Appointed in May 1945, this 
committee has made slow progress.

The drafting committee, ‘anxious 
to get the job finished, will take 
over the unfinished assignments 
and write a full set of rules for

A SUFFER BURNS

Hurt by Flash Flames Fol- 

lowing Blast — Roof 
Blown Off Two-Story 
Building. 


Four men were burned, one seri- 
ously, by flash lames which fol- 


lowed an explosion today at the 
Laclede Gas Light Co.’s artificial 


gas manufacturing plant at Sec- 
ond and Convent streets. 

Walter Rivers, Negro, 38514 Law- 
ton boulevard, was taken to St. 
Mary's Infirmary, 1536 Papin 
street, where he was said to be 
suffering from serious burns. The 
other three men, all of whom 
were treated for minor burns by 
a company physician, were: Clar- 
ence Ellegoo 600 Wilmington 
avenue; Tony Welsh, 3953A 
McPherson avenue, and Louis 
Johnson, Negro, 3928 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue. 

A corrugated asbestos roof was 
blown off a two-story brick build- 
ing at the plant by the force of 
the blast. Damage was estimated 
"by firemen at $3500 to the build- 
ing and $500 to the contents. 

22 Men in Plant. 

Twenty-two men were in the 
plant when the explosion, in a 
super-heater unit, occurred, Cause 
of the blast has not been deter- 
mined. Tue super-heaters are 
cracking units used in manufac- 
turing artificial gas to be mixed 
with natural gas, 

The fire which followed the blast 
was extinguished quickly by fire- 
men, 

Company officers said the ex- 
plosion would not affect distribu- 
tion of gas in the St. Louis area, 
The unit which exploded was a 
standby one, it was explained, used 
only to take care of peak loads 
and to build up reserves.

tioner Said It Would 
Prevent Litigation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to declare officially that the Unit- 
ed States is the owner“ of oil-rich 
lands off the California coast in 
which it recently decreed the Fed- 
eral Government is “possessed of 
paramount rights.” 

Robert E. Lee Jordan, who 
claims rights to a tract of sub- 
merged land adjacent to the City 
of Long Beach, said in a petition 
that to prevent “almost certain 
litigation” the court should change 
the wording of its decree to read 
that the United States is “the own- 
er of and is possessed of para- 
mount rights” in the lands. 

But the court announced today 
that Jordan’s petition has been de- 
nied. Justice Jackson took no part 
in its consideration. 

The affected area extends three 
miles seaward from the low-water 
line. 

Jordan’s petition suggested also 
that two paragraphs should be 
added to the decree. 

The first would declare that the 
title of the United States to the 
lands was acquired by an 1848 
treaty with Mexico, and that the 
lands are subject to laws passed 
by Congress to provide a method 
to use and protect mineral re- 
sources, 

The second paragraph would 
provide that the landward boun- 
dary of the marginal three-mile 
strip would be a line conforming 
to charts prepared by the United 
States surveyor general from 1857 


through 1874. 
The addition of the last para- 


graph, Jordan’s petition said, would 


settle the “vexing question” of 
inland waters. 


AIR-CONDITIONED, 9 STORY 
FLOUR MILL OPENED IN ALTON 


A new flour mill of the Russell-

SUPREME COURT REJECTS 
JEHOVAH WITNESS APPEAL 


5-to-4% Decision Denies Contention: 3 in Sect 
Should Be Classed as Ministers and 
Exempted From Draft. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Convictiong of three Jehovah, Wit- 
nesses on charges of violating the 
Selective Service Act by refusing 
to work at civilian public service 
camps were upheld today by the 
Supreme Court. 


Justice Reed delivered the five- 
four decision. Justice Murphy 
wrote a dissent in which Justice 
Rutledge joined. Justice Douglas 
also delivered a dissent in which 
Justice Black concurred, 


All three of the “witnesses” were 
classified by their draft boards as 
conscientious objectors, Each con- 
tended he was a minister of re- 
ligion and should have been ex- 
empted from all training and serv- 
ice 

Two of them, Wesley William 
Cox and Theodore Romaine 
Thompson, of Jackson county, 
Ore., were accused of deserting 
a camp at Downey, Idaho. Each 
was sentenced to imprisonment of 
three years and three months and 
fined $300. 

Wilbur Roisum of Sunnyside, 
Wash., was granted a leave from 
a camp at Lapine, Ore. He re 
fused to return and was sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment. All 
three appealed to the Supreme 
Court after their convictions were 
upheld by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco. . 

Through Justice Reed, the ma- 
jority held valid a regulation is- 
sued by the director of Selective 
Service which prescribed tests for 
determining whether Jehovah 
Witnesses were entitled to exemp- 
tion as ministers. Justice Reed 
said: 

“Whether there was no basis in 
fact for the classification is not 
a question to be determined by 
the jury on an independent con- 
sideration of the evidence, The 
concept of a jury passing inde- 
pendently on an issue previously 


determined by an administrative 
body ... is contrary to settled 
federal administrative practice; 
the constitutional right to jury 
trial does not include the right 
to have a jury pass on the validity 
of an administrative order.” 

In discussing the ministerial 
status of the three, Justice Mur- 
phy said that, “Congress must 
have intended to exempt from 
statutory duties those ministers 
who are forced te labor at secular 
jobs to earn a living as well as 
those who preach to more opulent 
congregations.” 

In his dissent, Justice Douglas 
said that to deny the three their 
claims for exemption “is to disre- 
gard .. facts or to adopt a 
definition of ministers which con- 
tracts the classification , provided 
by Congress,” 

In other actions today, 
court: 

Refused, for lack of a federal 
question, to rule on a contention 
by the New Orleans Item that a 
libel suit against a newspaper 
should be tried only at the place 
of publication, 

Refused for a second time to re- 
view unsuccessful attacks by Wil- 
liam Dudley Pelley against his 
conviction on a sedition charge. 
The former leader of the Silver 
Shirts of America was sentenced 
to 15 years imprisonment in 1942. 

Held unanimously that a rail- 
road has a duty to make “reason- 
able provisions” to protect a wom- 
an employe from an assailant. 
The plaintiff in the case, which 
must now go to a jury trial, is 
Verble Singleton Lillie, one-time 
telegraph operator in the Mem- 
phis yards of the St. Louis-San 
Francisco Railway.

Movement of livestock from the 
National Stockyards was paralyzed 
today when approximately 400 
livestock handlers quit work at 8 
a.m. because of a wage dispute. All 
weighing and feeding operations 
were halted. 

After. conferring. with Federal 
Conciliator Arthur R. Hale and 
with representatives of the St. 
Louis National Stockyards Co., 
Paul Jackson, secretary-treasurer 
of Local 225, AFL Livestock Han- 
dlers’ Union, announced the work- 
ers had agreed to feed and water 
the livestock this afternoon, but 
weighing and shipping operations 
remained suspended pending the 
outcome of another conference this 
afternoon. 

The livestock handlers also 
agreed to report tomorrow morn- 
ing, but whether work will be re- 
sumed on a full scale remained 
to be seen. 

The walkout occurred when th 
workmen, who are employes of 
the stockyards company, learned 
that a management wage offer 
made last Saturday was consider- 
ably less than had been sougat. 
The men, whose present wage 
scale ranges from 91 cents to $1.24 
an hour, had asked for an in- 
crease of 18 cents an hour. 

The union’s contract with the 
company expired Nov. 1, but an 
agreement had been reached to 
extend the old contract until a 


new one was negotiated, with any 
troactive 


wage increases to be re 
to Nov. 1, it was reported by Gil- 
bert Novotny, vice president of the 
firm, Negotiations have been in 
progress for two months. 

Terms of the company’s wage 
offer were not disclosed. 

The walkout found 33,000 head

| The Argentines claim they need 


means of alleviating distress, dom- 
inates the world today. The ma- 
jor producing nations are mar- 
shalling their resources for the 
critical period just ahead. Most 
of the hungry peoples look to the 
United States. But there are four 
other major food producers with 
exportable ‘surpluses with which 
the misery of war-devastated 
countries in some measure can be 
lessened. 

The people of two of these — 
Australia and Soviet Russia — 
themselves still are restricted by 
varying degrees of rationing. Can- 
ada’s food became entirely free of 
rationing only this month. Unra- 
tioned Argentina believes food 
conservation measures unneces- 
sary. 

Three of these four countries 
already are known to be shipping 
grain and other foods to other 
lands. One, Soviet Russia, has 
given indications that she intends 
to export some of her 1947 crop, 
which she declares an excellent 
one, to the places it will do the 
most good from Moscow's stand- 
point. But Russia is not the only 
country in which political consid- 
erations are mingled with human- 
itarian. 

Survey of Food Situation, 

This is the food picture in the 
four countries named, as surveyed 
by Associated Press correspond- 
entg in Moscow, Ottawa, Sydney 
and Buenos Aires: 

Soviet Union—The Soviet State 
Planning Commission has an- 
nounced that the gross grain har- 
vest for 1947 is 58 per cent larger 
than last year’s. No figures in 
tonnages were disclosed. Moscow 
sources say the United States is 
dickering with the Soviet Union 
for wheat and other grains despite 
the large American crop; that 
Britain still is interested in push- 
ing a British-Russian treaty which 
she had heped would net the Brit- 
ish 1,000,000 tons of grain this 
year; that the French have been 
discussing a bi-lateral exchange 


tons of Argentine corn for deliv- 
ery to the American zone of Ger- 
many at a price reported by grain 
exchange officials at $2.66 a bush- 
el. The prevailing Chicago cash 
price is around $2.54. 


Canada—The vast bulk of Can- 
ada’s food exports goes to Britain 
under contracts providing for 
prices generally below those which 
could be obtained in the United 
States. Canada maintains an em- 
bargo against unrestricted sale of 
food products such as wheat and 
beef to the United States, fearing 
that competitive buying by Unit- 
eG States consumers would cause 
domestic pries to soar. 

Canada finished with rationing 
recently when the last two items 
—sugar and molasses—were re- 
moved from the list. The Cana- 
dians had dropped most of their 
price controls but announced to- 
day they would restore ceilings on 
many foods. 

The major Canadian food com- 
mitment is the 1946-1950 wheat 


agreement calling for sale to Brit- 
ain of 600,000,000 bushels at gradu- 
ating prices substantially below 
the prevailing American price. The 
contract calls for a floor price in 
the event the market should break. 
Canada believes this type of con- 
tract insures farmers against the 
day when produce may be difficult 
to market. 

Canada’s 12,500,000 people are 
sending an average of nearly 
1,000,000 gift food parcels a year 
abroad, Organizations have sent 
about $1,000,000 worth of food and 
relief goods, 


particularly wheat and flour—to 
hungry nations this crop year. 
Most of it will go to Britain, 

Australia expects to have about 
150,000,000 bushels of wheat for 
export from the crop now ready 
for harvest. The current export 
price is the equivalent of about 


$3.18 a bushel. Of the export total, 
50,000,000 bughels are earmarked 
for Britain, and she probably will 
get more. 

Meat exports are expected to 
exceed last year’s, and the same. 
is true of eggs and other dairy 
products.

Railroads cannot get metal for new cars; terrible loss of production 
could result; R. R. Young hints interlocking steel directors are 
favoring automobile industry; Washington correspondent raises 
question whether Government allocation of steel won't be required,

WASHINGTON. 


People were a little startled to learn not 
so long ago that half a million bushels of 
wheat were on the point of spoiling in 
Kansas for lack of freight cars to move 
the crop. That's just one of the many 
prosaic factors affecting the world food 
situation, 


The fact that the Justice Department 

has just ordered a special federal grand 
jury to reopen its in- 
vestigation of the 
freight car building 
industry points to the 
continuing  serious- 
ness of the problem. 
What this means is 
simply that the Amer- 
ican railroads are 
trying to shoulder a 
record-shattering vol- 
ume of business with 
a deficit of nearly 
20,000 cars. 


Washington  offi- 
clals are giving a lot 
of serious thought to 
temporary and long- 
range solutions to the problem. The Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation is striving 
to hold down to the bare minimum the 
number of freight cars that are left sitting 
empty on sidings. “Keep em rolling!” is 
the ODT’s watchword these days, 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is 
trying to expedite the movement of avail- 
able cars by ordering an increase in the 
per diem rate of freight-car hire from 
$1.50 to 32. 


Senator Clyde M. Reed of Kansas sum- 
moned representatives of the car and steel 
industries here for a conference. What 
puzzles many observers is why industry— 
which can go all-out to build ships and 
transportation equipment of all kinds to 
win a war—stutters and stalls when it 
comes to supplying the equipment to help 
production for peace,

The railroads, Mr, Young 
said, have been relying on 1,700,000 freight 
cars of all kinds to take care of 140,000,000 
Americans, and all the world, when it took 
some 2,300,000 cars 20 years ago to take 
care of 100,000,000 Americans. The C. & 0. 
chairman said: “The railroads and car 
builders, who need steel for cars to move 
wheat and stuff to relieve this suffering 
and starvation abroad, cannot get steel.” 


Mr. Young intimated that the steel com- 
panies whose directors hold similar po- 
sitions on the boards of railroads, banks 
and hig industries, like the automobile 
business, are pursuing a policy whereby “a 
lot of that steel can go over to Chrysler 
and Packard so that they can make 30 or 
40 per cent return on their capital.” 


Recently, a spokesman for the Midwest 
Shippers Advisory Board declared that the 
railroads cannot be blamed for the car 
shortage because they are moving more 
tonnage than ever before in a peacetime 
year and with 500,000 fewer cars of all 
types, 


In the coal industry, it is said that old 


railroad cars are wearing out faster than 


new ones are being built at the present 
time. 


It is too early to assess the results of 
current inquiries, But some observers 
fee] that federal allocation of steel may 
be necessary in order to insure that the 
available steel supply is distributed in 
whatever way will best serve the public 
interest.

A Sound Labor Law 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


Lumber manufacturers, in their appear- 
ance before the House subcommittee which 
is considering changes in the Wage-Hour 
Act, asked that the whole law be repealed 
as “unsound in principle and unworkable 
in application.” The law, they said, was 
enacted as an emergency remedy when our 
economy was sick, Now that our economy 
is well, there is no further need for it. 

We hope few Americans will agree with 
these lumbermen. The law was passed 
at a time when low wages and low em- 
ployment demonstrated the need for regu- 
lation. But it was aimed quite as much 
to prevent recurrence of the difficulty as 
to correct the then existing situation. 

If the 40-hour week is a good basic 
standard in times of adversity, it is also 
a good basic standard in times of pros- 
perity. If a minimum wage is needed to 
protect workers when employment is low, 
it certainly should be continued on the 
books when employment is high. The 
only difference here is that a minimum 
which is realistic in bad times may cease 


to be realistic when times improve, 


There is ample evidence to show that 
wages for some types of work in some 
sections are now too low to afford even 
a subsistence. That does not mean that 
there is anything wrong with the principle. 
It simply means that the hourly wage 
minimum set by the law is no longer 
realistic. . 

The act is not without defects. The 
defects, however, are mostly in the matter 
of coverage, standards and general imple- 
mentation. The principle of a basic werk 
week and a basic minimum wage is as 
sound as it was when, during an economic 
slump, the law was enacted.

ARTISTS’ GUILD HOLDS 


Value of Water Colors 
Stressed at Discussion, 


First of Series.

Water color painting too long 
has been treated “like a stepchild 
in the art world,” Gustav Goetsch 
of the Washington University 
architecture school declared yes- 
terday. He spoke at the first of 
a series of Sunday afternoon pub- 
lic forums to be held once a 
month through May at the Artists’ 
Guild, 812 Union boulevard. 


He and other speakers stressed 
achievements and possibilities in 
water colors. Some blamed art 
schools for not offering courses in 
the medium and censured mu- 
seums for relegating water color 
exhibitions to the basement. 

Others on the panel were Evelyn 
Fitch, artist and former Cleveland 
High School teacher, and Fannie 
Cook, novelist and painter. About 
70 persons attended, many taking 
part in the discussion which fol- 
lowed the talks. Some illustrated 
their remarks by reference to 
paintings in the guild’s current 
water color exhibition, to end next 
Sunday. Philip Gronemeyer, Sol- 
dan High School art teacher, was 
moderator. 

Goetsch described water color 

as “the medium of the master, the 
man who knows exactly what he 
wants and puts it down and leaves 
it.” He said work in black and 
white, pastel and oils should pre- 
cede essays in water color. Of 
the production of Winslow Homer, 
John Singer Sargent and Joseph 
M, Turner, he said he preferred 
the water colors to the oils as 
the higher achievement. 

Miss Fitch asserted Washington 
University art schoo] was at fault 
for not teaching water color. 
“Work in the medium teaches stu- 
dents to make direct, forthright 
statement, and oils are best if 
direct in style, too,” she ‘said. 

Mrs. Cook spoke on the value 
of water color painting as a means 
of keeping the creative artist or 
writer in the mood to. keep on 
producing. “Water colors are 
spontaneous, take advantage of 
accidents,” she said. “Unlike the 
‘well-made novel,’ or the deliberate, 
reworked oil painting, they have 
an emotional fire that pulls the 
creation out of shape. It's then 
much better than a shapely thing. 
It’s the very basis, the reason for 
participating in the arts.“ 

Ganz Propper, portrait painter, 
speaking from the floor, urged ed- 
ucation of the public on beauty of 
water colors. “Now people prefer 
oils when they buy; they say an 
oil painting looks more impor- 
tant,” she said. 

Others who took part in the dis- 
cussion were Emil Frei Jr., mem- 
ber of the board of control of 
City Art Museum; Lloyd R. Koe- 
nig, photographer, and E. A, Luch- 
temeyer, Alexandra Korsakoff 
Galston and Grace Koch, artists.

MOBILE SCULPTURES 


BY DREHER ON DISPLAY 


: Christmas Show at Eleanor 


Smith Galleries Is in 
Holiday Vein. 


— — 


A Christmas exhibition of mo- 
bile sculptures, executed in holi- 
day vein by Fred Dreher, opened 
today at Eleanor Smith Galleries, 
893 North Euclid avenue, The 
exhibits, 12 in number, are based 
mainly on birds and animals. They 
move in the breeze from a con- 
cealed electric fan and are intend- 
ed for installation later in St. 
Louis children’s hospitals, 

The artist, a member of the ex- 
perimental group of artists and 


sculptors known as the Missouri- 
ans, teaches art at John Bur- 
roughs School, He said the pur- 
pose of the sculptures is to amuse 
and stir the artistic imagination 
of bed-ridden children, a use to 
which, to his knowledge, mobiles 
have not been put before. 

Most easily recognizable is a 
rooster and hens. Most nearly 
abstract is “Strange Flower,” an 
almost completely non-objective 
work suggesting plant forms. Oth- 
ers are simplified, design-like rep- 
resentations of swans, waterfowl, 
beach birds, an owl, a clown and 
narachutists. 

Those which closely simulate 
the characteristic motions of the 
originals are “Giraffe,” “Ship at 
Sea,” “Tantrum” and “Waltz, or 
Variations on a Theme by Alex- 
ander Calder,” inventor of mobile 
sculpture. Sheet aluminum, steel 
wire and wood are the materials 
used, 

“Tantrum” lacks the regularity 
of movement of.the others. It 
consists of a prominent red tongue 
of a child, who is blue in the face, 
and legs and arms which swing 
uncontrollably. The sculpture is 
not intended to be beautiful, 
Dreher said, but is rather an ob- 
ject lesson for children, 

Since shadows on the wall cre- 
ate an important part of the ef- 
fect of mobile sculpture, the walls 
of the gallery are almost bare, 
Dreher pointed out. Rounding out 
the display, however, are six water 
color sketches for murals which 
the artist when in service execut- 
ed for an Army officers’ club in 
Fort Belvoir, Va., and two for 
murals he did for an Army offi- 
cers’ club in Washington, D.C. The 
show will end Dec. 31.

Dulles Makes Point. 

It was encouraging, therefore, to 
see John Foster Dulles, a member 
of the American delegation at the 
London meeting, reminding the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee the other day of the need 
of “political solutions” in any pro- 
gram to get German industry run- 
ning for the good of Europe. 
He began where Allied German 
policy must begin—as the French 
urged more than a yéar ago—with 
the proposal that Germany’s great 
industrial heart, the Ruhr, must 
be under international supervision 
so that its great productivity can 
never again be used by the Ger- 
mans for making war. The idea 
is so logical, it is a wonder the 
British and ourselves have op- 
posed it so long. Perhaps at Lon- 
don, it will pave the way for a real 
beginning with a general settle- 
ment, 

The task of the Foreign Mini- 
sters will, of course, be formidable. 
However blessed with wisdom our 
delegation may be, it cannot itself 
assure agreement. It will take 
more accommodation from the 
Russians than they have yet 
shown. 

To penetrate the Russian mind 
at London, Secretary Marshall 
took two of the best men the State 
Department has produced in re- 
cent years, Charles E. Bohlen and 
George F. Kennan: Though their 
views are certainly open to ques-

They urged further that the 
President should not ask for the 
immediate imposition of price con- 
trols. Rather, he should propose 
a non-partisan investigating body, 
which would get at the facts be- 
hind the price situation. Since so 
much of price control administra- 
tion is a matter of getting infor- 
mation, this body could immediate- 
ly form the nucleus of a price con- 
trol agency, if the price situation 
threatened to get out of hand. 
Thus, if real economic catastrophe 
threatened, the barn door could be 
slammed shut before the horse 
was stolen. 

Nothing is more clear than that 
the Republicans will not go the 
whole way with the President’s 
proposals. Yet this compromise 
suggestion would seem well worth 
pondering by the Republican mod- 
erates, for, behind all the political 
fury which the President’s bomb- 
shell has aroused, the ominous 
price problem still exists. It must 
be dealt with by more effective 
means than furious denunciation 
of the President's political motives.

Ag 
for bread versus prime beef or 
super-fatted pork, the disparity is 
even greater—eight to one. That's 
because the last 30 to 60 days on 
the feed-lot makes for tenderness 
and tastiness, yet doesn't add to 
weight. 
Rationing of meat, alone, might 
be sufficient to stem the rise in 
the cost of living. It would cut 
down demand for steers and hogs, 
so prices would drop, Farmers 
would have leas incentive to teed 
grain to animals, The mere power 
to ration, accompanied by author- 
ity to fix weights and grades for 
livestock, might make rationing 
unnecessary. If livestock men saw 
it coming, they would curtail feed-

It called for unification of “all 
democratic forces and movements 
in a big labor front of peace and 
liberty” for “profound structural 
renewal of Italian society to sub- 
tract the national economy from 
despotic control and sabotage of 
dominating capitalistic groups.” 

It also called for “democratic” 
opposition “to provocation and 
criminal attempts to reorganize 
Fascist and reactionary groups.” 

The congress approved four ob- 
jectives. The first was control of 
production and credit by workers 
Management: committees. These 
were forced upon industry by left- 
ist parties and the partisans im- 
mediately after the liberation. 

The second objective was to na- 
tionalize industries which threaten 
“unjustifiable closings” or lay off 
workers, The third was “trans- 
formation and co-ordination” of 
the Institute for Industrial Recon- 
struction. 

The institute is the equivalent 
of the American Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and is the 
most important financing agency 
for Italian industry, The final 
objective was juridicial status for 
workers’ management committees, 
and laws to make all industries 
accept such committees. 


New Coalition Studied. 


(Meanwhile, two left-of-center 
parties hitherto cool toward the 
De Gasperi government signified 
they might join forces with it 
in an effort to meet the “grave 
situation” confronting the nation, 
the Associated Press reported.

Will Work for Soil Conservation

OHN C. STENNIS, the new 

senator from Mississippi arid 

as such successor to Theodore 
(The Man) Bilbo, does not drink, 
smoke, gamble, curse or indulge 
in any of those things which, one 
of his supporters apologized, 
“might make him seem a little 
more human.” 

These grave and awkward draw- 
backs to a political career are off- 
set somewhat, however, by a mag- 
netic personality, a strong charac- 
ter, a well informed mind and a 
sincerity of purpose seldom en- 
countered in a Senator from Mis- 
sissippi. 

The fact that Stennis won by a 
big majority without once men- 
tioning white supremacy or 
Yankee interference in Mississippi 
affairs is something which will 
keep the political analysts busy 
for some time. 

It should be pointed out, how- 
ever, that while Stennis didn’t 
harp on the subject of “outside in- 
terference,” he and his campaign 
managers had seen to it, in a 
quiet sort of way, that there 
would be none. 

Stennis and his advisers, chief 
among them James Skewes, editor 
of the Meridian Star, and Bob 
Morrow, his campaign manager 
had seen many a candidate killed 
off by well meaning but misguided 
journalists from the northern 
states who flocked to Mississippi 
to lend support to anyone oppos- 
ing the demagogue Bilbo. Such 
support invariably turned out to 
be a boomerang which smacked 
the helpless candidate in the face. 
All that Bilbo and his followers 
had to do was wave.the offending 
article in the faces of their lis- 
teners and point out that once 
more the Yankee press was tell- 
ing them how to run their own 
state, 

So, early in the campaign Sten- 
nis adopted a no-outside-interfer- 
ence platform, as follows: 

J believe that we are the only 
ones who can solve our social and 
racial problems, and I shall toler- 
ate no interference from the 
outside. In this particular race I 
hereby denounce and repudiate 
any outside interference or com- 
ment, favorable or unfavorable, to 
my candidacy.” 

As a result, writers from the 
North found doors closed politely 
but firmly in their faces. Just 
how much bearing this had on the 
election results is a matter of con- 
jecture, but if nothing else it may 
have established a precedent. 

At 46, John Stennis is an ener- 
getic man, in possession of all his 


teeth, a thick head of dark brown 
hair turning gray at the temples, 
and a winning manner. “If you 
meet him,” his supporters boasted, 
“you'll vote for him.“ 

He is five feet 10 inches tall, 
weighs 150 pounds, and has the 
same neat, recently cleaned-and- 
pressed look that characterizes 
President Truman. He played ten- 
nis and baseball in his younger 
days and is still lean and ath- 
letic-looking with a stomach as 
flat as a Notre Dame quarter- 
back’s. He likes people and peo- 
ple like him, and a walk down 
the streets of his home town of 
DeKalb—pronounced DeCab in 
Mississippi—or of nearby Meridian 
means a half dozen stops in every 
block to shake hands and receive 
congratulations. When he shakes 
hands he gives a mighty grip, a 
warm smile and speaks a * 
words in a southern drawl that 
leave the recipient glowing. 

In his campaign he never men- 
tioned Bilbo by name. If com- 
pelled to refer to him, it was as 
“the late Senator.” The race 
question he dismissed with the 
statement, “We all recognize its 
existence. 

“I ran the race like a footrace,” 
he said. “I got away ahead of 
the crowd, and I didn't look back 
and I didn't worry.”

HILT two of his opponents 

were trying to out-Bilbo 

Bilbo, and all three of them 
were trying to get the Bilbo vote 
— something which seemed to have 
dissolved with the death of the 
man who created it—Stennis went 
forth preaching something con- 
structive. Specifically he preached 
the gospel of restoring and im- 
proving the land of Mississippi, 
much of which is tired and run 
down, due to poor farming prac- 
tices. 

He was on safe ground. He was 
born on a farm, owns and oper- 
ates a lot of farming land today, 
and has for the past 10 years been 
studying soil conservation. 

Stennis’s father was a dirt farm- 
er in Kemper county. He had 
580 acres, much of which was 
farmed by tenant farmers. “He 
was not well-to-do at all,” Stennis 
is quick to point out, “but he 
reared and educated seven chil- 
dren.” 

As a small boy John learned to 
help feed the cows, milk, and do 
other chores. His chief job, he 
recalls, was “mindin’ off the 
calves,” which means keeping the 
calves back from. the source of 
their nourishment while the cows 
are being milked. He walked the 
traditional two miles to a one- 
teacher school. 

After grade school he was grad- 
uated from Agricultural High 
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School, a boarding school at near- 
by Scooba. He worked after school 
to help pay his board and tuition. 
He went on to A. and M. College 
at Starkville, now Mississippi State 
College. During his last two years 
there he was business manager of 
the school paper, and was voted 
most popular man on the campus. 


After graduation in 1923, he 
managed his brother’s drug store 
at DeKalb (where he had jerked 
sodas during many a long sum- 
mer) for a year, and then decided 
to go to the University of Virginia 
and study law. That was in the 
fall of 1924. He had saved some 
money and his father, now in the 
general merchandise business at 
DeKalb, sent him some money, 80 
he didn’t have to work. 

In 1928 he was elected to the 
Mississippi Legislature and attend- 
ed one session. It had little effect 
on the scheme of things in Mis- 
sissippi. 

In 1931 he was elected district 
attorney of the Sixteenth Judicial 
District, which includes five coun- 
ties, and was re-elected in 1935. 
In 1937 he was appointed circuit 
judge to fill the unexpired term 
on the death of the incumbent, 
and he was elected to that office 
without opposition in 1938, 1942 
and 1946, 

He is married and has two chil- 
dren, John, 12, an active Boy 
Scout, and Margaret Jane, 10. 

Stennis’s mother was a Method- 
ist and hig father a Presbyterian. 
He chose the Presbyterian Church 
and at the time of his election to 
the Senate was Sunday School su- 
perintendent and chairman of the 
board of deacons. He is a Mason, 
a Lion, president of the State 4-H 
Club Advisory Council and a mem- 
ber of the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation, 

While he made long distance tel- 
ephone calls, received friends and 
tried to make railroad reserva- 
tions to Washington for himself 
and family, Stennis also tried to 
tell what he plans to do in the 
Senate. 

“Mississippi is a rural state,” 
he says, “and I intend to devote 
my time and attention to agri- 
culture—in all its phases. I'm in- 
terested in soil conservation be- 
cause I see possibilities for re- 
claiming our waste land and re- 
building all our land. 

“This is not a theory with me,” 
he points out. I've seen it ap- 
plied in the field, right on my own 
land.”

FTER people reach the age of 

60 they should realize that al- 

though they may be in per- 
fect health, they should restrict 
their previously normal physical 
activities, It is important for peo- 
ple of this age to get adequate 
exercise, but much more advisable 
to get it gradually, in smaller 
doses, and over longer periods of 
time. A question bearing on this 
has been chosen for today. 

Question: “Will it hurt a man 
over 60 to play 36 holes of golf in 
a day?” 

Answer: Yes. This is a much 
too strenuous and concentrated 
type of exercise for a man over 
60. This is not to say that men 
over 60 could not play 18 holes 
of golf. Many can. But the per- 
centage of such men increasing 
the chances of a coronary attack 
(sudden onset of a clot or spasm 
in the blood vessels supplying the 
heart) is too great. Likewise, 
since high blood pressure is also 
more common in this age group, 
the likelihood of a sudden stroke 
increases. Heat stroke, heat ex- 
haustion, and heat cramps more 
frequently eccur in older indi- 
viduals, 

The vital organs of a man over 
60 are not identical with those of 
younger groups, Over 60, in ad- 
dition to coronary thrombosis and 
high blood pressure as mentioned, 
many other conditions are more 
commonly found, such as arterio- 
sclerosis (hardening of the ar- 
teries), sugar diabetes, kidney di- 

intestinal disorders; and 
others. Very often these condi- 
tions may be of minor importance, 
and of no particular note. But in

On the other side of the fence: 
“It is the responsibility of unions 
to see that their leaders do not 
abuse their power to the detriment 
of the public. For failure to do 
this there should be strong laws 
with teeth in them to protect the 
public from abuses of power.” 

About the world situation: The 
United Nations, as it stands, is 
not the answer to the cry for 
peace, he fears. The veto power, 
he feels, leaves it small chance 
ever to effectively impose eco- 
nomic sanctions or to use force 
toward precluding war. “Personal- 
ly,” he says, “I believe the best 
chance to strengthen U.N. is to 
extend the world court so as to 
give mandatory jurisdiction over 
nations in deciding conflicts. Then 
some unit of U.N. should be in- 
vested with the power to carry 
out the mandates of the court. I 
believe we have reached the point 
where some such plan is neces- 
sary in order to preserve our civ- 
lization.” 

Stennis has studied the idea of 
a world court for more than a 
decade, and, since its inception 
has closely followed and studied 
the United Nations plan. “I'm a 
strong World Court man,” he con- 
cludes, 

One of Stennis’s chief worries 
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before departing for Washington 
was whether he’d have to have 
morning coat and striped trousers 
to wear when being sworn.in, He 
was considerably relieved when he 
lewrned he would not. 

In a telephone conversation he 
remonstrated with a friend: This 
is John,” he said. “John. No, 
not Senator; John.“ 

“For many years,” he told me 
as he gazed out the window of 
his room in the old-fashioned 
Great Southern Hotel, I've de- 
bated the idea and thought of the 
possibilities of some day running 
for such an office.” His expres- 
sion indicated it was still a little 
hard for the circuit judge to realize 
what had „happened. “I'm almost 
overcome,” he said, at the 
thought I'll be one of 96 men to 
pass on legislation and policies of 
the greatest nation in the world.”
